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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's arguments regarding the Spohn 
et al. reference are persuasive and the rejection over this reference is withdrawn. However, the Applicant's arguments regarding 
Armbruster are not persuasive. The Applicant's main argument appears to be that the recess of Armbruster does not extend the surface 
of the the cradle. The Examiner maintains that the Applicant is interpretting "extend" too narrowly. The Examiner is not interpretting
